REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not provide for, nor suggests providing for a network system using an 
internal configuration database supporting an active query feature in order to 
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synchronize the management database with the internal database and including utilizing 
flexible process identification numbers wherein restarting or upgrading the processes or 
devices is transparent to the other processes or devices. The name server used in the 
invention registers the names of the modular processes and allows high-level processes 
to register interests in particular objects, and to subscribe for information about the 
objects which the need to communicate. Updates are provided only when necessary, 
resulting in no wasted processing or resource consumption, and allow the system to be 
highly scalable. When a process is restarted or upgraded, it merely registers with the 
name server and the name server notifies the devices in which this process is to 
communicate with the assigned process identifiers. For these reasons, in conjunction 
with the other limitations of the independent claim, render this case in condition for 
allowance.
